FIRE DANGER STRESSED 

Same Badge 
Serves for 
20 Years 


OVER 500 SCHOOL CHIUIREN TOLD 
OF ilANGER FROM FIRES 


Council Orders Gov’t 
to Restore the Land to 
its Original Condition 

The U. S. Army, which has had 
a lease on Bailey Canyon from 
the City of Sierra Madre and also 
on lands near the base of the 
mountains on the Hastings Ranch 
and lands above the Monastery 
for the past year which have been 
used for rifle ranges, obstacle 
courses, anti-aircraft practice 
range, etc., has now discontinued 
j the training and the Government 
has served notice on the owners 
that the leases are being can¬ 
celled. 

The Government went in with 
bulldozers and razed a strip 
through an olive grove on the 
Monastery land, taking out 80 to 
100 trees, which were probably 
■>0 years old and which produced 
a fine crop of olives. Also other 
rees were razed, brush, which 
<erve<l as water control, was 
taken out, trenches dug, one 10 
o 12 feet deep, lined with tim¬ 
bers, and huge embankments 
were thrown up for target prac¬ 
tice. changing the contour of the 
land and aaturally changing the 
vater courses. 

It is feared that this may cause 
serious trouble in case of heavy 
'•ainfall and the aty Council 
Tuesday evening voted to notify 
the Army that these properties 
must be restored to their original 
condition as near as possible to 
remedy this condition. 

There has always been a heavy 
run-off of water in this section 
and an underground drain was

Fire Chief James C. Heasley addre.sscd over .000 children 
at the school auditorium Wednesday, October 4, as a prelude 
to Fire Prevention Week which is being observed all over 
the country this week. He spoke in part as follows: 

A great many years ago, a wise sage wrote this familiar 
and often-used proverb, ‘ An ounce of Prevention is worth 
more than a pound of Cure.” That adage covers a lot of terri¬ 
tory and can be applied to fires as well as to health. 

There is no way to estimate just how valuable this old say¬ 
ing hjs been. In dollars and cents, I venture to say that 
millions of dollars would be a mild figure. Many of us follow 
the principles of the ab<jve adage every day, for instance, 
when we avoid things that are injurious to our health, sucli 
as loss of sleep, bad <’ood and carele.ssne.ss. That Ounce of 
Prevention is a great thing. It works in the case of fire.s 
to a great degree. When you decide that you are not going 
to take a chance by carrying and lighting matches carelessly, 
who can tell just how much fire loss has been prevented ? 
We don’t hear a great deal about what has been prevented, 
but it runs into a large figure both in life and money. 

Every time that you do something to prevent fire, you have 
not only helped yourself, but you have been good to your 
neighbors and friends. 

Many fires have been cau.^d by matches having been thrown 
carelessly away without fiist being extinguished. WA'TCH 
OUT FOR THAT! Burning cigarettes left to smoulder have 
been the source of many disastrous fires. When you trample 
out either one of these, you have done a valuable deed. You 
are an unsung hero. Your own conscience is your reward. 
Real heroes do things for the good of all, not alone for their 
own glory. That’s the sort of a hero you want to be. 

Now I ask you to keep your eyes open for fire haaairds, 
many of which I could mention, but I think that the film 
will give us a fair number and a fine demonstration of fire 
prevention. 

As Fire Chief of our city, I feel a great responsibility. I 
can’t think of a better way to aid me in making a .succes.s 
of the job than to have all of you boys and girls work with 
me in preventing fires. Every time you remove a fire hazard, 
you are helping me as well as your parents and neighbors. 

I for one feel very grateful to you for the carefulness already 
shown in the past Let’s ail be alert to the dangers of fire. 


Few People Realize the 
DanKei's and Hai^lships 
in Fireman’s Life 

The siri-ers of Sierra Madre 
may appear deserted. Around the 
fire station all is quiet. It may 
be late at night and then a fire 
alarm Is sent in. The man at 
the police station receives the call 
and after making certain that he 
has understood the address. Im¬ 
mediately operates the fire signal. 
At the first blast of the horn, 
firemen leave whatever they are 
doing and head for the location. 
Just how so many of them get 
on the scene In such short time 
will always remain a mystery. 
They appear from all directions. 
Perhaps some were attending the 
movie or some may have been 
visiting another fireman. None 
stops to change clothes, even 
though he might have been in 
bed. It is not uncommon to see 
flashy pajamas underneath cover¬ 
alls. Most of the men have what 
they call "fire suits” which con¬ 
sist of an overall suit that can 
be drawn over night clothes in a 
hurry. If they happen to be 
dressed in their “Sunday best,” 
not much thought is given to 
that. Many times a good pair 
of shoes has been dampened and 
di.scoIored from fighting fire. Just 
whatever a fellow happens to be 
wearing at the time of the fire 
call is his fire-fighting uniform. 
The Chief, who is well known to 
many children as one of the town 
’’cops,” got quite a smile out of 
an expression of a small boy who 
noticed his uniform all dirty and 
wet as he fought one of the latest 
fires. Getting up close to the 
Chief, the small boy said to an¬ 
other, ’’“v'bat is that man a fire- 


He is also executing his 
office under the original badge 
"Deputy State Fire Warden” 
which was presented to him 20 
years ago, 1924.

great mountain fire, the fighting 
of which was directed from that 
city. 

“Mr. Henderson went into this 
fire at Rincon and stayed until 
he was ordered home with the 
rest of the Sierra Madre men who 
were given the brunt of the bat¬ 
tle. It was due to his example, 
his ability in handling and inspir¬ 
ing men that he was able to hold 
the furious drive of the flames 
at Monrovia Peak with only 22 
fire fighters. 

"Oftlmes when the fire was 
! gaining despite the efforts of the 
I men on some other front, Mr. 
i Henderson and his Sierra Madre 
i boys would be sent for and in¬ 
variably they would conquer the 
j rabid flames. Men high in ser- 
I vice of the government marveled 
I at the skill displayed by the boys 
! from Sierra Madre. The men 
; were frank in giving the credit to 
Mr. Henderson and Mr. Udell. 
Mr. Udell, now heading the Triple 
' F, a close friend of Henderson's, 
i also won the commendation of the 
! leaders. For more than three 
I days he directed the fire-fighting 
j units constantly and during that 
I time was without sleep.”

T ,HIS week my “yam’’ about growing up in 
Australia will deal with a few memories after 
60 years. Our postman was an old gentleman 
who wore a scarlet coat and rode a tall horse 
and handed the letters to us over the front gate. 
His name was Timbrel. I remember my father’s 
embarrassment in going to the gate to give him 
his best New Year’s wishes,

’ -, was surrounded by 

coal'mines or collieries which we generally called 
pits. The pits were situated in little towns named 
after English and Welsh mining towns. In front 
of our home was a deep shaft ending in a tunnel 
which ran far out under the sea. Miners with 
grimy faces were a common sight as they re¬ 
turned home for supper. Some of them built 
h'ltle homes of mud bricks—about the same as 
our adobe—coating the outside walls with tar, and 
using sheets of corrugated iron for roofs. Most 
of the miners came from Wales. They had the 
eight-hour work day long before workers in other 
countries. They gave an answer to the question 
of what to do with leisure time. 'Their great 
pleasure, aiter work and clean-up and supper, 
was to get out their copies of Handel’s Messiah 
and Mendelssohn’s Elijah and gather in some hall 
to spend the evening practicing the choruses with 
wives and daughters. There was a Choral Society 
at every pit. and once a year a great Eisteddfod, 
or Welsh musical contest, was held in the one 
large theatre in Newcastle, with a Doctor of Music 
and other fine musicians for judges. Church and 
Cathedral choirs, choral societies, and Pit choruses 
contended for prizes. 

At my first Eisteddfod after fine singing by 
several groups, a chorus from one of the pits came 
forward and sang with such sonority and steady 
rhythm, and with such a natural verve and exu¬ 
berance Mendelssohn’s “The Waters Gather, They 
Rush Along,’’ that they swept the audience and 
the learnea judges off their feet, and the first 
prize was given not to the Pro-Cathedral choir, 
but to the miners and wives and daughters of 
Coal Pit No. 1. 

When the solo singers competed we had an¬ 
other surprise . After several singers had done 
well with oratorio songs, a collieiy lad came for¬ 
ward in the plainest of clothes, with a little smile 
of confidence, to sing Handel’s “Every Valley Shall 
Be Exalted.” With a splendid natural tenor voice, 
and an absence of self-consciousness he sang easily 
and brilliantly the long ascending runs. As he 
continued, his singing made you catch the proph¬ 
et’s vision of crooked things being made straight, 
and when he sang more slowly and with aeep 
feeling the final words: "And the rough places 
plain,” both audience and judges were much 
moved. The lad had probably learned the mean¬ 
ing of the Bible words in his Primitive Methodist 
chapel. And so the first prize for singing went 
to a lad from the pit, who on workdays passed 
you on the street with face and clothes grimy 
with coal dust, and with a greasy little tin lamp

It’s finished now 
and really looks pretty good.
